Here's a quick update on the ACP impact study review. We've examined Dominion's 
economic impact report and spoke to Bruce McKay, one of his market analysts, and one 
of the consultants from ICF. They were very responsive and helpful, but there are still a 
couple questions unanswered. They're reviewing our questions with another analyst 
who wasn't available for our call and will get back to us Monday. 

So far, this looks like a pretty fair and legitimate study, so I don't envision the need for 
anyone to run alternative models. However, we should be in position to speak more 
definitively about this by COB Monday. At that time, we'll help explain any relevant 
underlying assumptions you should be aware of. Credit to our economist, Lindsay 
Johnston, who has done the bulk of this review.
